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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Thomas Chuang on October 22, 2007. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the claims: 

Claims 11-19 and 28-31 have been cancelled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
is directed to a microphone with a low frequency noise shunt. Independent claim 1 identifies the 
uniquely distinct feature of a first channel formed in a diaphragm support between the outer 
housing and the support and a second channel formed in a diaphragm spacer between the 
diaphragm and the spacer wherein the two channels form a shunting channel for low frequency 
signal components around the diaphragm in combination with all the disclosed limitations of 
claim 1. Independent claim 20 identifies the uniquely distinct feature of a method of reducing 
wind noise providing a microphone with a shunting groove formed in a diaphragm support 
between the outer housing and the support and a shunting slot formed in a diaphragm spacer 
between the diaphragm and the spacer wherein the two channels form a shunting channel for 
reducing the effects of wind noise in combination with all the disclosed limitations of claim 20. 
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The closest prior art, Fuminori (JP 06-339192) teaches a microphone with a channel formed on a 
diaphragm support and a second channel formed between a backplate and backplate insulating 
spacer for adjusting acoustic impedance but fails to teach a channel in a diaphragm spacer for 
shunting low frequency signal components and Nakabayashi (US 6738484) teaches a 
semiconductor substrate microphone with a vented substrate creating a channel around a front 
and rear side of a diaphragm to create a pressure responsive microphone but fails to teach 
channels formed for shunting low frequency signal components around the diaphragm. The prior 
art fails to anticipate or render the independent claims obvious.
